CHINESE INEEGRITY WAS INTENDED 


Document of Unusual Importance Received 


in Washington, Terms Not Given Out 


Believed it Removes Fear of Crisis 


in the Far East 


Washington, April 5—Secretary Hay 


received a communication from the 
Russian 
government 
this morning 


which is.of unusual importance. 


It bears on the conditions in China, 


particularly in Manchuria.1 


It is 1'ooked upon as the most salu- 


tary development of manly months in 
the eastern^ situation.

Although the terms are withheld it 


is known Russia takes occasion to give 
strong assurances of her disinterested 
purposes throughout in her dealings 
with China. 


As to Manchuria she states the Rusr 
sian course never varied in the deter- 
mination to leave that provinfce as an 
integral prat of China and to retire 
the troops as rapidly as safety would 
permit. 


But, as m'Ore signal evidence of Rus- 


sia's purposes and also as evidence of 
the emperor's devotion to the prinfciple 
of peace, assurances of a definite and 
satisfactory character are_ now given 
a'st'ov the execution of these purposes. 
The belief in official quarters is that 
the" assurances of Russia are so sweep- 
ing as to completely avert the threat- 
ened crisis in Mantehuria, 


St. Petersburg, "April 5—Russia now 


blames the powers for China's refusal 
to accept the condition of the evacua- 
tion of Manchuria and calmly says she 
is in no hurry and can wait events. 


The uifoiased opinion is that Russia 


occupies an impregnable diplomatic po- 
sition from which nobody can dislodge

Pos- 
sibly the^one which stood out from tbe 
proceedings most pronainentlj \i as the 
announcement made by Justice-Jerome, 
who presMftg-at the bearing, and which 
probably shows why Lawyer Patrick, 
accused with Jones of the rau-der of 
the former Teaan, has all along iaken 
the accusations of Jones against him- 
celf with a demeanor almost bordering 
on contempt. 


Attorney Moore, for the defense, bad 


asked that when the hearing closed for 
the day it be not resumed until Tues- 
day. 
Justice Jerome in giving his 


consent said: 
"It is necessary that 


.Jones' testimony as to this murder 
should be corroborated. 
He being a 


self-confessed accompliee. his testimony 
alone is not enough upon which to hold 
Patrick." 


Attorney Moore tersely &dded to this: 


"We understand that, and we suppose 
the district attorney does, toa." 


Mr. Moore added that he presumed 


the district attorney would spend the 
Intervening time in an effort to secure 
come corroborative testimony. 
The 


willingness of the defense to give this i 
opportunity to the state is taken as , 
strongly indicative of their confidence , 
in the ultimate outcome being fa- j 
rorable to Patrick. 
i 


The other incident brought out, in the ' 


clearest light, the indomitable nerve of 
Lawyer Patrick. 
In tbe face of tha 


reiterated story of Jones, that Patrick 
had instigated the murder and the for- 


' geries. the latter took his place in the 


court proceedings with as much non- , 
chalance as he would if he bad been 
suddenly called on to act as an inter- 
preter in a police court "clothes line" 
case. At one point it became necessary 
that a statement made by Jones be • 
read. 
The paper was gnen into the 


bands of one of the counsel for the de- 
fense for that purpose. This was the 
statement in which the valet claimed 
that Patrick killed Rice, and which ho 
has since denied. The reader hesitated 
and stumbled over the written words. 
Suddenly Patrick, interrupting, said: 
"Here, I guess I can make it out; I'll 
read it." 


This was agreed to, and in a loud, 


t'lear voice, he read: 
"P got a towel 


and sponge and saturated the sponge 
with a colorless liquid he had in a hot- 
tie. 
Then he went into the room 


where It lay in bed. I (JoneTs) was not 
In the room, but opened the door and 
peeped in. 
P was standing over K 


\vith the cone shaped towei in his hand 
and he pressed it down over R's face." 


Patrick was still reading, with no 


show of emotion, when Justice Jerome 
ordered a recess for luncheon. The 
Ps and the Es in the statement 
etand for Patrick and Rice. 


At another point in the proceedings 


Justice Jerome fare his estimate of 
Jones with characteristic terseness. 
' Attorney 
Meore had been racking 


the witness with questions, all tending 
to bring out the valet's lying pro 
pensities. 
He showed by Jones that 


Jones had lied and deceived his own 
father, when the latter called on him 
In the hospital after he attempted sui- 
cide; that he had told untruths to At- 
torney Osborne and that he had lied 
to his own counsel. 
Here Justice Je- 


rome struck in with the remark: 


"This witness is a weak, wicked and 


unfortunate mau. 
He is a self-con- 


fessed murderer and deserves contempt, 
but I won't allow you to insult him." 


Tbe whole cross-examination 
ot 


Mr. Moore, Patrick's counsel, was con- 
fined to showing up Jones as a man 
who could not be believed. When court 
adjourned it was uatil next Tuesday.

UNION WINS FIEST BOUND 


But Deadlock Over Straight Price and 


Surplus Remains Unbroken — Pro* 
ducen Urged to Hold Back Their 
Milk Uatil Controversy Is Settled 


Boston, April 5.— The Bet result of yes- 


terday's conference between the repre- 
sentatives ef the New England Pro- 
ducers' uniwa and the contractors, may 
be set down ab a victory for the pro- 
ducers, inasmuch as the contractors, 
through their spokesman, George O. 
Whitiag, agreed to take from the card 
the prweat clause reserving to tbe con- 
tractors tae right t* eliaage the price 
of milk at aay time, and t» insert tbo 
clause which the pwwlucor* favor, pre- 
vidimg that the p riee shall be changed 
ouly by agreement of the two parties. 
This removes oue of the chief objections 
to the present agreement, and is a re- 
versal ef the position previously taken 
by Mr. WhitUg. 


The deadlock ever the questions of 


a straight price and surplus, however, 
could net be »rekea. The contractors 
were firm in their declarations that the 
system could not be changed at the 
present time, while the union's repre- 
sentatives suggested various plans in a 
vain effort to find some one that could 
be agreed upon. 
Mr. Whiting said the 


contractors were willing; to consider a 
straight price plan, to go into effect 
next fall, but at the present time, in 
justice to the contractors and to the 
farmers who are living up to the present 
system, the centractors would not con- 
sent to a change. 


Mr. Scammon, on be'iaif of the pro- 


ducers, suggested, that the latter would 
take the present surplus and subtract 
1.9 cents, or the average surplus, and 
accept 31.1 cents, last year's net price, 
as a straight price. 
They would go 


farther and let tbe contractors limit 
each man to his last year's production. 
This suggestien was met by the argu- 
ments already stated, and was not ac- 
cepted. 


After having devoted several hours 


to the discussion of the surplus and 
straight price clause, without any pros- 
pect of an agreement, the meeting ad- 
journed until today. 


Last evening there was a large num- 


ber of callers at President Ward's head- 
quarters at the, American House, where 
tbe situation was informally discussed 
by members of the union. It was said 
by some of those present that the con- 
tractors had very geed reasons for 
wishing to have the surplus clause re- 
tained, as they, in fact, made more 
money out of tn« surplus clause than 
out of their other milk. 
Not only can 


this milk itself be sold, but the whey 
can be made into sugar of usilk, which 
is very much ia demand, and tbfe curds 
can be made inta cheese, and by a new 
process can he worked into a material 
similar to celluloid, so that a can or 
milk that costs them 81 cents brings a 
return to them of, about 55 cents.

Prepared Jn Many Different Farm.. 
The Proper Method of Boiling—The 
Perfect Omelet. 
The importance of eggs in cookery cam 


scarcely be overestimated. They increase j 
the nutritive value of any dish to which ! 
they are added. Thus it happens that 
cukes and" puddings and bread mixtures 
that contain eggs arc, or should be, of 
greater nutritive value than are the plain 
breads aud biscuits made without them. 
Eggs bave n lightening effect and a 
thickening effect. 
Two eggs will per- 


form the work of one tablespoonful of 
flour in thickening such tilings ns Minces. 
As a substitute for meat, one egg is no- 
where near equivalent to a pound of 
meat, and it is a great mistake to think 
it is. Nevertheless, eg?* are a valuable 
food, easilv prepared and a perfect boon 
for breakfast. In fact, the housekeeper 
who is forced to leave eggs out of her 
reckonings because the various members 
of the family dislike them is the victim 
of a hard lot. The egg is realry the secret 
of catering made easy. 


The boiled egg, t.o called, shouldn't be 


boiled at all, or else it should be boiled 
a long time until the yolk has passed the 
leathery stage and nas turned to a mealy 
softness. There are as many ways of 
cooking a boiled egg as there are ways of 
making coffee, and the exponent of carh 
•way insists just as strenuously upon its 
superiority. There is the cold water proc- 
ess, which consists of putting the egg in 
cold water and letting it heat gradually 
to the boiling point. This should take 
about ten minutes. The inside, white and 
yolk, is then of the consistency of cus- 
tard. The common method is to put the 
egg into boiling water anu let it cook 
steadily for three minutes if tbe egg is to 
be sott. This cooks the white to an in- 
digestible stiffness aud leaves the yolk 
soft. The prop»r method says that the 
egg must not I"" over the heat of the fire 
at all. It must be put into a saucepan of 
boiling water, covered- down closely and 
the saucepan set on the table or at the 
back of the stove for just six minutes. 
This cooks the inside to a creaininess 
that cannot fail to please. 


When eggs are to be poached in boiling 


•water; a tablespoonful of vinegar added 
to the Tvater will be found an aid. The 
water should be enough to almost fill a 
frying pan. Strain the vinegar through 
muslin and add it to the ^ ater. Add a 
little salt. When the water is boiling, 
remove the pan from the fire and slip 
the eggs upon the surface of the water. 
Return the pau to the fire and cook gen- 
tly three minutes. 
Altogether better, 


though, are eggs poached in milk, and 
necessarily then the vinegar must be 
omitted. After the eggs have been^cook- 
ed and carefully lifted to their resting 
places on slices of toast the milk may be 
thickened with a little eornstarch, sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and butter ,and 
ponred over toast and eggs. 


Another plain, everyday sort of way of 


preparing eggs for the' fable is the ome- 
let, a foundation upon which all man- 
ner of variations mrfy'-'te played. Cook- 
books have much to say"1 upon omelets, 
giving the numbfer of- eggs Tto Tbef used 
anywhere from two" or three to eight or 
ten. 
The perfect omelet consists .of 


three eggs beaten until thick and foamy, 
salt, pepper and butter, Jt is far better 
to make several omelets to supply" a 
number of personSj than to attempt one 
large omelet. ^Som'eump the egg yolks 
are beaten fir^t with/l'wo tatilespoonfuis 
of cream, a little salt" and pepper added, 
and tha stiffly whipped whites of the 
eggs folded in just before cooking. The 
omelet pan. should always be hot and 
oiled with butter when the omelet is 
turned in. As for the mixed omelets 
those that make 'use of meats, oysters or 
cheese have these ingredients scattered 
over the surface of the cooking egg just 
before it is folded. Oysters are,parboil- 
ed, chopped, seasoned with salt, pepper 
and nutmeg and moistened with cream 
before they are added to the omelet. 
Cheese is grated. Ham, tongue or chick- 
en is minced, seasoned and addefl. ' To- 
matoes are stewed down to a desirable 
thickness, well seasoned and spread over 
the surface of the omelet before it is 
folded. 
A mixture of a few chopped 


mushrooms and truffles, minced onions 
and parsley, moistened with cream and 
eeasoned with salt and pepper, is a good 
addition to on omelet. 


Hard boiled eggs serve as a basis for 


many concoctions.. For instance, you may 
cut some hard boiled eggs into halves 
and mash the yolks. For half a dozen 
eggs odd to the yolks one tablespoonful 
of finely minced cooked ham, a dash of 
paprika, two tableapoonfuls of melted 
butter and one tablespoonfnl of anehcvy 
paste. Mix well together, then fill tbe 
whites of the eggs.. Serve with a good 
French dressing and have both the eggs 
Iiud the dressing cold. 


Again, you may cut bard boiled eggs in 


slices and put a layer of them at the bot- 
tom of a buttered baking dish. Sprinkle 
over them some grated cheese, then add 
more sliced egg and again more cheese. 
Finally pour over them a not too thick 
white sauce to which, has been ndded a 
little mustard. Cover the top with Bea- 
coned crumbs and bake. 


Sometimes hard boiled eggs are stuffed* 


and made into croquettes. Cut sis eggs 
in halves. Mash the yolks and mix them 
with two tablespoonfuls of melted but- 
ter, three or four tablespoonfuls of minc- 
ed parsley, silt, cayenne and a little on- 
ion juice. When the mixture is quite 
smooth, fill the whites and fit the halves 
together, once more using a little white 
of egg to make them adhere. Dip these 
eggs into bread crumbs, then into beaten 
egg, then iato crumbs once more. Fry 
them in deep fat, using tbe trying bas- 
ket. 
' 


Scrape the soft inside portion from eix 


small French rolls, leaving the crust cup 
shape. Spread some melted butter about 
the hollow interiors and place these shells 
or cups ia the oven until hot. Slightly 
beat as many eggs as there are rolls. Add 
oni»-!inlf rnn of erenm or rich milk, two 
tablespoonfcls of grated cheese end very 
little salt, paprika and mustard. Fill the 
hot shells with this mixture and cook in 
the oven until the egg» are firm.—Netr 
York Son. ________________

But was Tipped 
Over and Thrown 


Into the Mud_ Excitement at 


the Station Yesterday. 


There was much excitment at Wil- 


flamstown Station 
yesterday 
after- 


noon wJien Clarence Prindle was tip- 
ped out of his buggy while attempting 
to avoid being run into by a train on 
the Boston and Maine crossing. Mr. 
Prin^le drove down the hill from the 
nerth to cross the tracks, the gates 
having been raised after the 5.26 pas- 
senger train had pulled out of the sta- 
tion, but saw a train approaching from 
the west and swung nis horse about 
promptly to avoid a collision. The wag- 
en was cramped so shortly that it 
was partly overturned and Mr. Prin- 
dle, the only occupant, was thrown in- 
to the road. He was completely cov- 
erd v/ith mud, but was not injured. 


The affair was witnessed by a large 


number of people as several passen- 
gers bad just left the train, an elec- 
tric car was waiting to cross the rail- 
road and several other teams had been 
held by the passenger train. 


A peculiar incident in connection 


•with the affair was the fact that this 
was Mr. Prindle's third narrow escape 
from death, on the railroad. He lost 
both feet while employed as a brake* 
man on the Fitchburg and was also a 
member of the pleasure party which 
was struck at Foiwnal, Vt., several 
years ago while crossing the railroad 
in a carriage. Mr. Prindle jumped from 
the carriage just before the crossing; 
•was reached and saved his life, every 
person in the carriage being killed.

BOARD OF TRADE 
DIRECTORS 


Tht Causes Assigned for Petition of 


Majority of the Directers. Mill will 


be Run for the Present 


by the Receiver 


The Blackinton mill is in the hands 


of a receiver. In New York vesterday 
Judge Truax of the supreme court ao- 
pointed Theodore Howard temporary 
receiver of the company on the petition 
of the following 
directors: 
William 


Pomroy, Arthur T. Sullivan, Samuel G. 
Croft, Charles H. Williams, and Ed- 
ward W. Blackinton in proceedings lor 
the voluntary dissolution of the corpor- 
ation. The bond of the receiver was 
fixed at $50,000 


What effect this will have on the mil; 


at Blackinton is uncertain. The mill is 
running- and has orders cm hand suffi- 
cient to keep it running for two months 
at least. This will be done under the 
management of the (recover. After 
that, nothing is known certainly about 
the future of the company. 


The company is perfectly solvent. 


The assets are $632,161 and liabilities 
for merchandise $250,598. The 
asset? 


consist of mills, lands, houses, 
etc, 


$251,865; machinery, 
$172^647; 
goods, 


yarns, etc., $207,649. 


The announcement of the appoint- 


ment of a receiver came as a surprise 
to this city and to tSe 
stockholders. 


There was some consternation, lest, it 
should mean the shutting down of the 
industry which has been responsible 
for the prosperity of the western part j 
of th,e city and in large measure of the 
city as a whole. It is believed to be 
probable, however, that the result will 
be a reorganization of the company, 
and that the industry will be carried 
on. 


O. A. Archer treasurer of the com- 


pany, was asked this morning in regard 
to the matter. He saiS that the peti- 
tion for a receiver was due to two 
things, poor business and the lack of 
sufficient capital for the conduct of the 
mill. The capital stock is $600,000 and | 
the assets are considerably more than 
that amount. 


In regard 
to the. business, 
Mr. 


Archer said that for the last 
year 


business has been very poor and that 
the company lost money steadily al- 
though he could not give the exact 
figures. Of late years business 
has 


fluctuated, the year 1899 being a good 
ine followed by the poor year just 
Bassed. 


The company is not a member of the 


American wool company the wool trust 


Mr. Howard, the receiver, is a mem- 


ber ~bf the firm of Sullivan, Vail & Co., 
of New York, who have been selling 
agents- for the company, and who are 
believed to be the largest creditors, 
their claim being $32,000 for money 
lent. 
Other large creditors are re- 


ported to be H. Crofts, Sons & Co., who 
are creditors to the amount of $30,000 
for 
merchandise. 
The 
Springfield 


Wortsed mills are also creditors to the 
amount of $5.285 for merchandise. 


The Blackinton comparJy now in the 


hands of a receiver was organized in 
May, 1893, to succeed the S. Blackin- 
ton Woolen company. 
The creditors 


of the latter company were asked to 
take preferred stock in the new com- 
parjy, and this resulted in litigation 
which was ended only a short time ago. 
The old company is still in existence, 
holding about $300,000 of the common 
stock of the new company, but the new 
company has had entire charge of the 
business. 


There are between SO and 100 stock- 


holders in the new company, a number 
of whom live in this city. 


As reported in yesterday's issue, the 


date for the annual meeting of the 
company was Wednesday of this week, 
but without the transaction of any 
business the meeting was 
adjourned 


till May 1. The local stockholders had 
no knowledge that a receiver was to be 
asked for. 


The mill employs about 300 opera- 


tives at the present, time, although of 
late work has been slack to some ex- 
tent. The closing of the mill would 
mean a disaster from which the city 
would be slow to recover, and this is 
not anticipated^ as among the proba- 
bilities. The mill is eauipped with 
m'odcrn machinery, and it is believed 
that some form of reorganization will 
be effected, by which the business can 
be carried on more 
advantageously 


than it has- been in recent years. 


The business was founded by the 


late Sanford Blackinlton, and the first 
start towards the erection of a factory 
at Blacknton was made In 1821. The 
S. Elackinton woolen company was 
formed in 1876, and the reorganization 
already described took place in 1893, 
the new company being Incorporated 
under tha laws of New York. 


The officers of the company are as
